CONVENTION 1S. THRILLED 
“BY MITCHELLS. SPEEC 


In Dramatic Manner the Union 
Chief Defends Right of Labor 
to Boycott---Mitchell Says, 
Court or No Court, He In- 
tends to Fight for His God- 
Given Rights.

Toronto, Ont., November 17.—Indors- 
ing a report of the committee on boy- 
cott, John Mitchell, one of the three 
officers of the American Federation of 
Labor who are under sentence for con- 
tempt of court, made a dramatic speech 
to the convention of that organization 
at today’s session. He declared that 
as far as he was concerned, regardless 
of consequences, he intended, while at 
liberty, to declare for the rights gained 
him by the organic laws of his, coun- 
try. 

Boycott, Says the Report. 

The report, which drew forth much 
applause, and which was adopted by 
the convention, among other things, de- 
clared: 


“We say that, when your cause is 
just and every other remedy has been 
employed without result, boycott; we 
Say that when the employer has de- 
termined to exploit not only adult male 
labor, but our women and children, 
and our reasoning and appeal to his 
fairness and conscience will not sway 
him, boycott; we say that when labor 
has been oppressed, browbeaten and 
tyrannized, boycott; we say that when 
social and political conditions become 
BO bad that ordinary remedial meas- 
ures are fruitless, boycott; and finally, 
we say, we have a right to boycott, and 
we propose to exercise that right. In 
the application of this right of boy- 
cott, to paraphrase the president 
(Gompers) we propose ‘to strive on 
and on.” 


Convention Loudty  Cheered. 

The convention broke into loud 
cheering for Mitchell as the report 
was concluded and there were cries for 
“Morrison.” The secretary did not 
respond. President Gompers was ab- 


sent. 

Mr. Mitchell said he realized that 
every statement made by those on the 
convention floor, and especially by 
those who on next Monday will have 
te deliver themselves to the court, is 
being closely scrutinized, 

Mitchell States Pesition. 


“I want the people of the United 
States to know my position,” he said, 
“I ghall not speak defiantly, but be 
the consequences what they will, I wf] 
not surrender any right guaranteed to 
me by the constitution of our country. 
I am not sure how much mental and 
physical suffering will be necessary 
to make me submit, but if I know my- 
self, not any amount of suffering will 
persuade me that I have not the right 
to spend my money where I please and 
the right to write and speak as I 
please, being responsible under the law 
for my acts. 

“Whether the boycott be a benefit 
or a detriment, each man must decide 
where he will bestow his patronage. 
I maintain that my patronage is my 
own and no merchant has a property 
right to it. It is mine to give or be- 
stow as suits my own pleasure, and 
any attempt through the subtleties of 
the law to take from men the abso- 
lute right to do what they please with 
their own money must be opposed to 
the very limit. 

Mitchell to Fight for Rights. 


“l understand that cognizance is 
being taken at Washington of the ut- 
terances of men on the floor of this 
convention, and I want a to state 
my position. I propose in future, as 
I have in the past, to exercise the 
rights secured to me by the fathers 
of my country, and I propose, if I am 
sent to jail, to declare again when lI 
come out that I shall not for myself 
purchase any product of the Buck's 
Stove and Range Company. I make 
this declaration, not to tickle the ear 
of any man, but that I may publicly 
declare the conviction that is within 
me. 
“It seems to me that the whole pro- 
ceedings should prove a lasting lesson 
to the workingmen of the United 
States and Canada. If all the work- 
men had been true to themselves, there 
would not have been a non-union 
product on the market. 

“T repeat that so far as I am con- 
cerned, let the consequences be what 
they may, I intend while at liberty to 
deciare for the rights guaranteed to 
me by the organic laws of my country. 
I am proud of being an American.’ 

Mitchell Wants Real Liberty. 


Mr. Mitchell said he had grown up 
as an American with a stepmother so 
poor that she could not buy bread, and 
related how he had crept out of bed at 
night to get his father's soldier coat to 
keep him warm. . 

“Rut 1 want to see the word Ameri- 
can stand for all the sentiment that is

I hope that the 
government may be so conducted that 
no citizen may feel that he has not 
been given justice and an equal right 
with every other citizen.”

ABOUT CORPSES 


Little Hope of Seeing 
Bodies of Mine Victims. 


Women Who Lost Loved Ones 
Almost on Verge of Insanity. 
Legal Sharks Trying to De- 
fraud Wives of Victims. 
Boys Under Age Employed. 


Cherry. Ill.. November 17.—After four 
days the St. Paul coal mine, in which 
are still entombed the bodies of three 
hundred or more miners, as a result of 
last Saturday’s fire, today refused to 
yield up the dead. Utter fallure to de- 
vise any satisfactoxy method of re- 
covering the bodies left the situation 
the same tonight as it was last night. 

The interior of the mine is burning 
almost as fiercely as ever. The par- 
tial opening Of the seal over the mouth 
of the hoisting shaft today allowed 
puffs of smoke to escape, showing the 
fury of the internal combustion. 

While the two companies of state 
troops were present to prevent pos- 
sible disorder, they remained idle in 
their cars except for guard duty about 
the mine, and the sleeping cars that 
serve as hotels for officers and in- 


spectors. 
Some assert that the internal fires 
are so intense that the mine may have 


to be sealed up for weeks before it will 
be Safe to enter 
Women on Verxe of Insanity. 

So great has been the anguish and 
mental strain during the last four days 
that it is feared many women are on 
the verge of insanity. One woman who 
declared she had had dreams and 
visions of her husband and brother 
still living in the mine, shrieked pit- 
eously. imploring jhe authorities to 
open the shaft. and then fell senseless 


in the sand. 

To allay the anxiety of survivors and | 
relatives and satisfy general craving 
for news of conditions in the mine, 
those in charge of the work today al- 
lowed spectators to gather near the 
shaft. Details of what was done were 
publicly announced through a mega- 
phone. As the experts left the shaft, 
the spectacular scene of the day oc- 
curred. 

James Witherell, a miner, stood over 
the mouth of the shaft and advised the 
crowd of weeping women and sullen 
men that the three hundred miners 
had been buried alive by some “col- 
lege men” who knew nothing about 
mining. 

“These men were buried  alive,”’ 
shouted Witherell. “They were alive 
Monday night, but they died when these 
mine experts shut off their air. Cana 
man breathe through four feet of 
sand? 

“I tell vou, they were crucified.” 

“And what are these experts doing?’ 
asked a young man in Witherell’s au- 
dience. 

“They are eating and sleeping in the 
cars.” replied another. 

“Yes, they are eating while they 
smother these men to death and refuse 
these poor women food,” said another 

Witherell’s talk evidently was excit- 
ing his hearers and the crowd was 
growing larger. when someone told 
Sheriff Skoglund, and he induced With- 
erll to gO away. 

‘Following many vague rumors, the 
troops were ordered to guard the sleep- 
ing cars, including the private car of 
Presi@ent A. J. Earling, of the Chica- 
gO. Milwaukee and St. Paul. 

As darkness settled over the mine 
the troopers took poSsession of the 
xround beneath which the three hun- 
dred men lie buried. 

She Lest All Loved Ones. 

Julla Dovan. a sweet-faced bride of 
six weeks. whose husband. father and 
brother all were lost. came to ask re- 
lief for herself, her mother, her sister- 
in-law and eleven children of the two 
last named. This stricken home was 
promptly furnished with sausage, flour, 
potatoes. soup, tea, coffee and other’ 
foodstuffs. 

A walk about the streets tonight dis- 
closed many a careworn woman sitting 
at her window alone in a lonely house.

SUGAR COMBINE 
OWNED OFFICERS 
OF COVERNMENT 


And Officials the Trust Couldn't 
Buy Were Kicked Out of 
the Custom House 


SECRETARY OF TREASURY 
FEARED TO FIGHT TRUST 


Leslie Shaw, When at Head of 
the Department, Admitted 
His Hands Were Tied---Con- 
gressional Investigation May 
Be Ordered for Purpose of 
Going to Bottom of Scandal. 


New York, November 1!7.—Henry C. 
Corsa, who once was employed as a 
government sampler at the American 
Sugar Refining Company docks in Jer- 
sey City, added further Interesting 
material today to the complicated con- 
troversy surrounding the frauds 
charged to the company and various 
customs officials and employees. 

Corsa was discharged from the gov- 
ernment service seven years ago by 
reason, as he believes, of his efforts 
fo obtain an investigation. In a 
lengthy interviey today he reviews 
the obstacles he met, and recites expe- 
riences similar in many respects to 
those of Richard Parr and Edwin An- 
derson, who are defending their re- 
spective claims to being the original 
exposers of corruption in the customs 
house. 

Found Graft and Lost Place. 

Wilbur F. Wakeman, a former ap- 
praiser, brought Corsa’s name into the 
case some time ago when he attested to 
the fact of his discharge after he had 
brought to the government's attention 
convincing evidence of graft which, 
Corsa says, was successfully pigeon- 
holed after he was ousted. His ef- 
forts to obtain reinstatement, Corsa 
adds, were aided from time to time 
by Leslie M. Shaw, former secretary 
of the .treasury, and other prominent 
men, but none of them, he declares, 
was able to overcome the grip the 
Sugar company had on the New York 
customs service or to get for him the 
indorsement of George Whitehead, 
who succeeded Wakeman as appraiser. 

In his interview of today Corsa set 
forth that he went to Washington to 
present his case to Secretary Shaw, 
and. the latter, he says, after a long 
conference, said: 

“I'll see that you are put back. I 
|could demang it right now. But things 
are working smoothly between Mr. 
Whitehead and myself that I don’t 
want to break in abruptly on him with 
this demand.” 

Shaw’s Hands Tied. 

A short time afterward, according 
to Corsa, he received a letter from Mr. 
Shaw, stating that Shaw found his 
hands so tieg that he could do nothing. 

Corsa says his evidence against the 
sugar company was to the effect that 
agents of the company had offered him 
bribes in return for his «assistance in 
substituting sugar of a low grade in 
samples taken by the government for 
tests upon which cargoes were ap- 
praised. As a part of this evidence, 
he turned over to his superiors the 
money given him as a bribe.

“No house- 
hold seems any longer safe against 
Our intrusions. Our reporters are be- 
ing turned into detectives. As surely 
as this is not checked, we shall grow 
to be the objects of fear and hatred 
instead of trust and respect. 

“Someone ought to organize an in- 
telligent and definite movement toward 
the bettering of what has reached 
alarming proportions. 

“I say thfs in vour interest, as wel! 
as the interest of the public and the 
profession. for I am sure that you are 
gentlemen and want to be considered 
sO. whereas the work you are often 
sent to do i8 the reverse of gentle- 
manly.

When County Commissioner ff. + 
Freeman. of DeKalb county, in whose 
hands the matter of roadway building 
has been placed by the citizens of that 
county. decided that the’ best roads 
were none too good for DeKalb, he set 
about to secure the machinery to make 
this possible. After weeks of inves- 
tigation, during which time he visited 
many cities and counties to note the 
methods employed and machinery used, 
he decided upon the Port Huron meth- 
od. and it is with the Port Huron ma- 
éhinery. combined with the Good Roads 
Machinery Products, for which W. A. 
Neal & Son. 266 Whitehall street, At- 
lanta. are genera! selling agents for 
the states of Georgia, South Carolina, 
Florida. Alabama and Tennessee, that 
this road is being construoted. 

What Is Doing the Work. 

This machinery includes two hizh- 
wheel traction engine rollers. one Port 
Hiuron road roller. twelve roller-bear- 
ing spreading dump carts and three 
road-making sprinklers. In addition. 
a complete rock crushing outfit, in- 
cluding a trollev line from the stone 
quarry to the crusher was bought and 
installed. Thus fitted out, DeKalb 
county was prepared to build the per- 
fect road which is mow under way. A 
quarry near this road under construc- 
tion was secured and here a splendid 
quality of stone was secured for crush- 
ing. The trolley line between the quar- 
ry and crusher paying for itself every 
week in the amount saved in the mat- 
ter of hauling by teams. 

After the rock is crushed into sizes 
from what is commonly known as a 
squeegee to that of three inches in 
diameter by means of a colossal sifter, 
it is separated into troughs in which 
all of the stone is placed. according to 
size.

roadway under construction. Only two 
men are required to load the cars and 
operate the engine from first to last. 

Subgrade Put Inte Shape. 

Preparatory to the arrival of 
crushed stone. the common clay sub- 
grade of the roadway is put into 
proper condition by means of plows, 
scrapes and graders. When the crown 
of the clay sub-grade is built with 
mathematical accuracy, the giant road 
roller is sent lumbering over its sur- 
face 40° get the clay subgrade packed 
as Smooth as possible, making a per- 
fect grade on which to place the first 
stone foundation. Then the crushed 
rock from the quarry; the’ stone be- 
ing, about three inches in diameter, is 
unloaded through the bottom of the 
roller spreading dump carts, covering 
the subgrade of clay with four inches 
of the crushed stone. This is rolled 
and then bonded with stone dust, which 
fills up every. nook, crack. cranny and 
crevice in the stone foundation. Again 
it is rolled to make it absolutely firm 
and compact. On top of this for a 
depth of three inches there is. placed 
another laver of stone. which varies in 
Size from three-quarters to two inches 
in diameter, and this is rolled lightly 
to give it firmness and solidity. It is 
on top of this bulwark of stone which 
measures through seven inches to 
mother earth that the bitum!nous bind- 
ing of tar furnished by the Atlanta 
Gas Light Company is placed, which is 
proving so efficacious as a bond and 
as a resilient surface for this wonder- 
ful roadway This tar is a mixture 
of coal and water gas tar. which is dis- 
tilled for about twenty-four 
during which it reaches a temperature 
of 500 degrees and is kept there for 
four hours. This process eliminates 
the naphtha, benzol oil and creosote, 
leaving a residue of a most binding na- 
ture. the fact that the tar has been 
subiected to this high heat renders it 
proof against the effects of the ele- 
ments. 

Government Chemist Here. 

Prevost .Hubbard. a United States 
government chemist. and a recognized 
authority on the subiect of road bind- 
ings for road-building. operates this 
tar distillery himself. making ali the 
tests. furnishine government specifica- 
tions to work. by. 

The firat lot of tar furnished DeKalb 
county was too high in carbon to meet 
the requirements, but means were per- 
fected whereby this percentage’ was 
reduced and now the tar meets all re- 
quirements, and. as Mr. Hubbard says, 
“It passes muster.” 

This tar in its fluid state is brought 
at a stifilne temperature tothe place 
on the read where the binding is being 
done and there transferred from the 
road tank to ‘the distributor, or port- 
able furnace. from which it is sprayed 
at a temperature of 350 degrees on top 
of the seven inches of stone macadam 
for binding purposes. 

It is a most interesting aS well as 
instructive sight to watch the applica- 
tion of this molten tar heated to a 
temperature of 350 degrees to the 
stone-clad highway. ‘ 

Old Way Is Discarded. 

The old method of applying the molt- 
ed tar to the macadam by means of 
bucketS has been abandoned for more 
satisfactory method. which, to the un- 
initiated, resembles nothing less than 
the sprinkling of the stone from a cart 
filled with molten tar. At first a piece 
of steam hose was used. but the ter- 
rific heat of the melted tar—or melted 
to a liquid form in order that {t would 
more gasily 4]! all crevices lying be- 
tween’ the minute particles of crush- 
ed rock—burned the steam hose and 
made this method impracticable. A new 
solutions was found bv the use of iron 
piping joined with ball-bearing elbows 
which allowed the nozzle to be played 
freely up and down‘the 20-foot stretch 
of highway under treatment. 

During the building and binding pro- 
cess of the roadway one-half of it is 
done at the time, leaving the other 
half of the 40-foot boulevard open to 
traffic and transportation.

A big fire 
built under the cauldron mounted 
on wheels, which holds the tar, and 
when this is reduced to a liquid form 
sufficiently thin to run through pipes 
and.out of the nozzle, the workers get 
ready for the binding task. One man 
holds onto the nozzle with the spout 
pointing straight to the rock-rolled 
road and the tar cauldron spigot is 
opened and the fluid allowed to flow 
through the pive out through the nozzle 
and onto the road bed. With a mathe- 
matical atcuracy the road bed is cover- 
ed with this tarry binding, a gallon and 
a half to the square yard of surface ex- 
posed. J. H. Eldridge, a highway en- 
gineer, attached to the office of public 
roads of the United States department of 
agriculture, ig present at all of these 
applications to take measurements and 
see to it that the work is done with 
absolute accuracy. 
Tar Fills All Crevices. 

This melted tar seeps down through 
the three-inch strata of crushed smal] 
stone, filling up every crevice and pre- 
senting a surface free from dust anda 
road bed that is as tight as it is 
possible for a binding to make 
it. While this tar is still hot, there 
is applied what is known as a light 
dressing of the squeegee or stone 
chips, which attach themselves to the 
melted tar, giving it a coherency that 
is the most advantageous. Over this 
the steam roller runs, grinding the 
mass down into a perfect and leve!) 
surface. The surplus stone 
swept off with a broom, and then an 
application so thin that it Is called a 
“paint coat,” one-half gallon to the 
square yard, is applied, and this seals 
up any. possible void which might be 
left after the first application of tar 
binding. On top of the “paint coat” 
a light application of squeegee or 
smal] squeegee is put. Over this 
the roller goes, leaving a smooth re- 
Silient surface to the road which is 
absolutely waterproof, dustiess and of.- 
fers a splendid footing for horses.

Kalb county, out of Peachtree road, 
where Commissioner Freeman. is doing 
a most remarkable piece of work in 
road building. The road he is building 
is &@ model one, and I believe it is as 
near perfect as it is possible to make 
a public highway. It is indeed a mod- 
el road, and I wish every county com- 
missioner in Georgia would visit De-

Mr. Hubbard was invited to the gas 
company’s plant, where he supervised 
the distilling of the tar and found 
the very product that he needed, and 
which is now daily being applied tin 
the construction of the magnificent 
roadway in DeKalb county,

Abolition of the canteen, monotony of garrison life and the greater 
inducements offered in civil life by reason of the return of prosperity are 
advanced as explanations for this unusual and disquieting rate of aban- 
donment of military oath and duty. 

The evil is, of course, a grave one. In time of war it would merit 
and be punished by death. But it is difficult’ to see how it is to be: effec- 
tively remedied, even though the department carries out its plan of mak- 
ing more harsh the penalty upon captured deserters. 

The fault, and therefore the remedy; lies; if anywhere, at another 
point. If recruiting regulations were made more stringent, adapted to in- 


jfitness, desertions would speedily lessen. 

_ For instance, the policy of accepting broadside enlistments with the 
beginning of hard times is a questionable one.

Later, with prosperity reviv- 
ing and remunerative employment easily obtained, it is distressing, but 
not surprising, that they should walk away from a task that no longer 
serves its original purpose.

_ Mission Board 
Makes Report. 


As Result of Meetings Held by 
Evangelists in Georgia, 3,746 
Have Been Added to Church. 
Report of Board of Educa- 
tion Made. 


Dublin, Ga., November ‘ ‘17:—(Spe- 
cial.) —Ex-Governor Northen this 
afternoon addressed, the Baptist con- 
vention for some time and brought out 
his well-known views on the negro 
question at the time’ the convent'‘on 
was under the head of state missions. 

The governor thought the Baptists 
should include evangelization among 
the negroes of Georgia as part of 
their state mission ‘work. He spoke 
impressively of how his efforts to cre- 
ate a better feeling between the races 
had been misconstrued: how he ‘had 
been abused and almost insulted; how 
he had been ordered never to go to 
certain Georgia communities, because 
he had condemned mob violence and 
lynch law. He contended that the ne- 
gro has a soul, and it is the duty of 
the Bapt st& to do what they can to 
Christ.anize him; he believed that it 
was better to save one million Georgia 
negroes than two million Chinese, 
Japanese or African negroes; he knew 
his sentiments were out of harmony 
with those of many good men in Geor-. 
gia, but he knew he had the coopera- 
ton’and sympathy of the women, The 
governor vehemently condemned the 
taking of law into the hands of mébs 
and characterized as a red-handed 
murderer every man who is a party to 
the lynching or burning of a negro. 

“The Baptists boast of having con- 
verted .3,600 white people in Georgia 
last year,” he stated, “but until every 
element of our social order is evan- 
gelized we cannot hold that the state 
is redeemed.” 

Reply by Secretary Bennett, 

Replying to. Governor’ -Northen, 
Secretary J. J. Bennett, of the State 
Mission Board, defended the inac- 
tivity of the Baptists in that direction 
because they were not equipped with 
funds to do the work. The board 
could not take from the fields men 
who had been already employed to do 
certain work. Mr. Bennett stated in 
this connection that there are now 
more negro Baptists in Georgia than 
there are whites. The negro is out- 
stripping the white in evangelistic 
work and nearly every negro member 
of the church now is a Baptist. 


Pledges were asked for to raise a. 


debt of $8,000 hanging over the state 
board, and ‘n a few minutes most of 
it had been promised by the preachers 
and laymen. The secretary of the con- 
vention was instructed to send greet- 
ings to the North Georgia Methodist 
Conference now in sess-on. 

Tonight a handsome _ gold watch, 
suitably engraved, was présented to 
Retiring President Northen, Resolu- 
tions upon the service of Governor 
Northen were read by Secretary Rags- 
dale, of the convention, and an ap- 
propriate and eloquent speech was 
made by Dr. J.. L. Burroughs. Governor 
Northen was deeply impressed by the 
‘ncident. 

Board of Education, 

The Georgia Baptist convention con- 
sidered the question of education to- 
day. The report of the education board 
was made by the secretary, M. L. Brit- 
tain, of Atlanta. It brought out that 
another splendid offer has been made 
in the course of Christian education by 
Captain H. H. Tift, of Tifton. Bessie 
Tift college, at Forsyth, has been given 
the right-of-way emong the churches 
to raise an endowment of $300,000. 

Captain Tift, whose wife is a gradu- 
ate of the college, has given in the 
past five years the sum of $45,000 to 
the college. It was announced this 
morning that he has offered to give 
$60,000 to the college if the Georgla 
Baptists will raise $240,000. 

During the past year the education 
board reports that $87,000 has been 
raised for the Baptist academy in the 
state. 

Shorter college reported that if the 
Baptists of the state would only give 
her $50,000, the institution could get a 
gift of property in Rome, worth 
$30,000, and a cash gift of $50,000. 

Recommend New Officers. 

The board recommends the election 
of an educational secretary who shall 
get into the field at an early date to 
look after the interest of the educa- 
tional institutions belonging to the 
Baptists. 

The convention adopted the report 
of the board and the representatives of 
Bessie Tift, where there are today 269 
girls, will begin to raise the endow- 
ment. It was shown that there are to- 
day 415 students at Mercer university, 
62 of whom are studying for the min- 
istry. 

There are fifty other ministerial stu- 
dents in the academies belonging to 
the denomination. 

The convention authorized the state 
missionary board to proceed at once to 
publish a Baptist hymn book that can 
be sold at a low price. 

A telegram of greetings was sent to 
the North Georgia Methodist conven- 
tion in session in Atlanta.
